DETAILED ACTION 



Priority

It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract is not on a 
separate page and contains references (in parentheses) to figures. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The Abstract and the specification, pp. 3-4, contains references to figures 1-6. 
However, no drawings were filed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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(a) The claim does not commence on a separate sheet; and 

(b) The claim is not numbered. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim contains phrases in quotations, e.g. "coding points". It is not clear 
whether the phrases in the quotations are part of the claimed limitation. 

In addition, the claim is unclear as to the process steps that further limit the 
subject matter Applicant regards as the invention. 

In addition, the claim contains terms, e.g. "the subject" in line 2, that lack 
antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 
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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter because these are method or process claims that neither transforms 
underlying subject matter, such as a particular article or materials, to a different state or 
thing, nor tied to another statutory class, such as a particular machine or apparatus. 
See In re Bilski, 545 F.3d 943, 88 USPQ2d 1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008); Diamond v. Diehr, 
450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981) (quoting Benson, 409 U.S. at 70); Parker v. Flook, 437 U.S. 
584, 588 n.9 (1978) (citing Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)). See also 
In re Comiskey, 499 F.3d 1365, 1376 (Fed. Cir. 2007) (request for rehearing en banc 
pending). 



Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The other patents cited in the PTO-892 teach subject matter related to the 
Applicant's claims. The Examiner suggests reviewing these patents before responding 
to the present Office Action.
